ON UNITY 

The concept of Unity as an attitude of mind is difficult to assess a point 
in time. But ancient philosophers, especially from Greek literature, poets, 
historians, even medical writers, in one passage or another, throw some light 
on the development of the idea of the unity of man. 

But probably the one act in recent time that most vividly exemplifies 
this concept was Man’s landing on the moon—in the sense that all humanity 
had the same aspirations and intents in getting there, and the relief of achieve¬ 
ment was felt universally. 

But the mind boggles at what might be accomplished in the medical 
world if this same concept of unity genuinely pervaded the lives of contempor¬ 
ary physicians, be it a nation of physicians, a state, a county or even among 
staff members of individual hospitals. 

A certain kind of unity may be induced by fear of government control 
of medicine, but this rests on precarious foundation. Real unity must be a 
human work—it must spring from the conscious getting-together of free men, 
in friendship, to master their own destiny. 

Perhaps the warning of the ancient poet Ovid is appropriate—“I see the 
better and approve of it, yet often I follow the worse” — if we follow the 
worse we may well end up a society of medical sleep-walkers "stumbling in 
the darkness.”

ANNUAL MEETING 


The Mahoning County Medi¬ 
cal Society was fully represent¬ 
ed with its four delegates in 
attendance at the annual OS¬ 
MA House of Delegates meet¬ 
ing, Columbus, May 10 -14. 

Chief Delegate, Dr. Joe New- 
some, served on a reference 
committee. Drs. John Melnick, 

Ed Pichette and Jack Schreiber 
attended all reference commit¬ 
tee meetings, caucus meetings 
and opening and closing ses¬ 
sions of the House. 

Of the four resolutions sub¬ 
mitted by the Mahoning County 
Medical Society, the one on 
waiver of dues at age 75, and 
the one calling for multiple 
forms to curb drug abuse, were 
not adopted. The one on OMI 

was combined with four others „ , . . 

with similar content and rewritten to recommend that OMI retrain from 
entering into any insuring contract with any consumer-controlled, closed panel, 
or pre-paid, group practice organization.” The one on Peer Review was also 
rewritten to prevent OSMA from entering “into a contract or agreement with 
any third party (without) the approval of the House of Delegates.” 

In other business, Dr. Jack Schreiber was re-elected to the two-year term 
of Alternate Delegate to the AMA. Dr. Maurice Lieber was re-elected to the 
two-year term of Councilor of the Sixth District. 

Dr. P. John Robechek, Cleveland, was installed as president of the Ohio 
State Medical Association. Dr. William R. Schultz, Wooster, was elected presi¬ 


dent-elect.

The meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. The motion was made, 
seconded and duly passed that the secretary dispense with the reading of the 
minutes.

The any-doctor call report of the Medical Dental Bu¬ 
reau was passed around for all council members to see.

The applicant will become a member of 
the Mahoning County Medical Society fifteen days after publication in the 
Bulletin, unless objection is filed in writing with the secretary before that time. 

It was noted that Dr. Lowry had asked for a meeting of the Osteopathic 
Liason Committee, and this will be set for May. 

Dr. Anderson reported for the Health Planning Committee. He reported 
the following resolution, recommended by the Committee, and moved its 
approval by Council. Having been properly seconded, the motion was passed. 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS: The Mahoning County Medical Society recognizes the 
need for health planning and health services for the model 
neighborhoods areas, and 

WHEREAS: The Mahoning County Medical Society is willing to plan 
and work with other community groups interested in plan¬ 
ning such service, and 

WHEREAS: The Mahoning County Medical Society recognizes that, in 
order to plan, we must give consideration to social, eco¬ 
nomic, educational and cultural factors which affect the 
medical needs and services of the community, and 

WHEREAS: The hub of such health planning should be currently func¬ 
tioning health facilities, and 

WHEREAS: The Mahoning County Medical Society favors the develop¬ 
ment of outreach facilities to be utilized for case finding, 
referral, follow-up, education, and prevention, therefore 
be it 

RESOLVED: That the Mahoning County Medical Society will fully co¬ 
operate to make the neighborhood health project a suc¬ 
cessful and on going endeavor, and be it further 

RESOLVED': That the Mahoning County Medical Society recommend 
to the hospitals and medical staffs that they develop their 
outpatient departments to meet the needs of this program. 

Dr. Newsome, chief delegate, reported on the meeting of all Sixth Dis 
trict delegates at Congress Lake on April 28th. 

A letter was read from the Ohio State Medical Association acknowledging 
receipt of the constitutional change in regard to number of meetings per year. 

A letter was read from OSMA requesting additional constitutional changes 
in order to bring our constitution into line with the state constitution. The 
letter was referred to the Constitution Committee. 

A letter was read from the Bureau of Good Business Practices in regard 
to their action on a recent fraudulent appliance case sent to them by Council. 
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It was noted that some of the older members would like to attend regular 
meetings but do not wish to drive at night. It was suggested that an effort to 
arrange rides be made through the Bulletin. 

Dr. Bloomberg noted that a letter from Dr. Kessler, Chairman of the 
Health Planning Committee, to the Lutheran Services, in regard to their pro- 
posed church clinic, had been submitted for Council perusal.
